AN ACT to authorize the building of a soldiers’ monumentin the
capitol park.

The people of the stale of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

For the purpose of erecting a monu-
board of com- ment to the memory of the Wisconsin soldiers who lost
their lives in the war for the preservation of the union,
the governor is hereby authorized to appoint a board of
commissioners to consist of eleven persons, one from
each congressional district and three from the state at
large, who shall eontinue in office until the work com-
mitted to their charge is completed, and all vacancies
Tobe erected Occurring shall be filled by the governor. The monu-
in capitol patk- ment herein contemplated shall be erected at such point
in the capitol park as the governor shall designate, and
